By AI,TON L. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press War Editor 
Surjrinjr Allied forces have 
pounded forward on all fronts 
in Sicily to squeeze danger­ 
ously upon the wholesale Ger­ 
man “Dunkerque” attempt at 
Messina, and the thunderous 
Allied air offensive reached 
out on a new tack to strike at 
Austrian targets deep within 
Hitler’s greater Reich. 
A fleet of Liberators rang­ 
ing perhaps 2,000 miles or 
more from Middle East bases 
hammered Wiener Neustadt 
south of Vienna yesterday, 
the same day that air blows 
shook Italy from tip to toe to 
stir new' cries for peace.
